Commission's Ban On Aid 
To Private Universities 


Wants To Double 


Enrollment In Colleges But Would Let 
Only State Institutions Benefit From Taxes 


Washington, Feb. 2—(NC)—It is vital to America’s 
civic health that she have a college enrollment double the 
present size by 1960, and a corresponding expansion in col- 
lege facilities, the President’s Commission on Higher Educa- 
tion declared here last month. To support this colossus of 


higher education we must look to the Federal Government, 
+the commission has now stated, 


and one of their recommendations 
in this regard has drawn a vigor- 
ous dissent from two Catholic 
educational leaders. 


The two, members of the 27-man 
Presidential advisory group, are 
Msgr. Frederick G. Hochwalt, di- 
rector of the Education Depart- 
ment, National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, and Dr. Martin R. P. 
McGuire, of the faculty of the 
Catholic University of America. 
Their concern is over the commis- 
sion’s dictum that none of the 
several billion dollars projected 
as Federal grants to expand uni- 
versity plants and defray current 
expenses should go to private 
schools. 


“Underlying this theory,” the 
Catholic leaders declared, “is the 
assumption that American democ- 
racy will be best served by a 
mighty. system of public higher 
education to be financed by local, 
State and Federal taxes, and to be 
controlled, managed, and _ super- 
vised by governmental agencies.” 


“Accordingly, the Commission’s 
report predicts—and without re- 
grets—the gradual elimination of 
those private colleges and univer- 
sities which are unable to keep 
pace with their publicly endowed 
competitors. The report also en- 
visions the development of a na- 
tion-wide system of higher educa- 
tion in which private colleges and 
universities will play an. increas- 
ingly minor role,” they added. 


The report, in its entirety, sets 
forth a goal of providing for 
4,600,000 college students by 
1960. This includes a system of 
tuition-free education up to the 
14th year, the Federal subsidies to 
expand the plant and cover the 
running costs of public colleges 
mentioned above, and a huge pro- 
gram of scholarships and fellow-

(May, 1947) David Martin 
draws a picture of Catholics as 
they appear to the non-Catholic 
—a picture very accurate on the 
surface, but not at all represen- 
tative of the Church. It indicates 
that if there be a program to 
“make America Catholic” the 
laity know nothing about it, or 
at least are doing nothing to that 
aid. David Martin, writes: 


Isn’t it strange that in the 
task of converting America 
to the true faith of Christ 
we not only sit back and ex- 
pect the job to do itself, but 
we actually place obstacles 
in the way?

The FCC has been insisting that 
no station should broadcast at- 
tacks on another’s religion, that 
it should carry a reasonable pro- 
portion of public-service programs 
(like the Catholic Hour), and that 
whenever one side of the con- 
troversial issue is presented, it 
should allow equal time for the 
presentation of the other side. 

The broadcasters can see the wis- 
dom of restricting the engineering 
factors in  radio—wave-length, 
power, directional antennae, etc. 
And they think it’s just grand that 
they have exclusive rights over 
one spot on the air. But they 
don’t want to pay the price! They 
want FCC to let them say what 
they want on the air without hav- 
ing to make room for a come-back. 
And they have a powerful lobby 
at work in Washington trying to 
get this legislation changed: the 
National Association of Broadcas- 
ters. 

If it is changed, then the Rever- 
end Bob Shuler can start up all 
over again. Bigots like Kenneth 
Leslie (of The Protestant) and Guy

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Chinese Reds Shift Tactics, 


Promise Freedom 


In Plea For Relief Supplies 


Of Worship 


Communist Leader Registers ‘Surprise’ 
That Missionaries Are Afraid Of Reds— 
Proof Asked That Promises Will Be Kept 


BY REV. PATRICK O’CONNOR 
Shanghai, Feb. 2—(NC)—After protesting for years 
that they give full religious freedom, the Chinese Reds now 
claim that they are “changing their former policy and will 
guarantee freedom of worship,” in an undisguished plea for 
relief supplies from foreign-mission bodies. 
This damaging admission appears in an article in the 


left-wing American-owned China 
Weekly Review here. According 
to the writer, Kenneth Wood, un- 
specified representatives of “relief 
and mission bodies” report as fol- 
lows on a recent conference with 
a communist spokesman, General 
Pai Hsuan-fu: 


“General Pai expressed a strong 
desire that these (mission and re- 
lief) groups remain and was sur- 
prised and shocked to learn that 
most of the missionaries were 
afraid of the communists ... Pai 
said that the communists were 


changing their former policy and| 


would guarantee to the people 
freedom of worship as well as 
guaranteeing the missionaries free- 
dom to carry on their religious 
work. He further said that the 
communists were stopping the mass 


crowds ... committed errors.” 
The writer of the article com- 


ments: “Observers guess. that 


greater help from foreigners, in- 


cluding missionaries, is now being 
sought by the communists” who 


realize that no more UNRRA sup- 
plies can be had. 


He quotes another communist 
general as saying that “the Cath- 
olic Church is not welcome here; 
however, it will be tolerated inso- 
far as it is law-abiding. There is 


no reason why Protestant mission-. 


aries should not return, especially 
those who can contribute to the 
welfare ~f the people.” 

General Pai, having presented 
the bait of a change in policy and 
real religious freedom, added, how- 
ever: “These ... are of course, 
promises for future rather than 
present actions.” 


A former prisoner of the Reds, 
the Rev. Francois Legrand of the 
Belgian missions, has replied to the 
article with another, entitled “Is 
This Religious Freedom?” also 
published in the China Weekly Re- 
view. He declares the Reds’ perse- 
cution of religion, as witnessed by 
him. He notes that the commu- 
nists now admit that they have 
been attacking religion, even when 
they were loudly proclaiming re- 
ligious freedom, and he asks for 
proof that the new promises are 
any more sincere than the previous 
assurances.

Lenten Season 


NAS Wcdnesday, millions—no, 
hundreds of millions of Chris- 
tians all over the wofld, will be- 
gin a 40-day period of intense pray- 
er and self-discipline. Ash Wednes- 
day marks the beginning of Lent: 

In days gone by, the observance 
of this preparation for Good Fri- 
day and Easter was much more 
general. The Law Courts used to 
suspend their sessions from Ash 
Wednesday until Easter. Wars 
were adjourned for the time, ac- 
tually, and the soldiers returned 
home to say their prayers. Mar- 
riage festivities were declared out 
of order during the season, and it 
was suggested that husbands and 
wives live fcr the time as broth- 
ers and sisters 


But this was during the Middle 
Ages, before we had become civil- 
ized, and progress had handed us 
the atom bomb Wars go on, now- 
adays, right through Lent. Indeed, 
Mussolini not so long ago chose 
one Good Friday—the very climax 
of Lent—as the day most suitable 
fer his infamous invasion of Al- 
bania! 


Just the same, countless follow- 
ers of Christ, next Wednesday, will 
recall His words: “If any man will 
come after me let him deny him- 
self, and take up his cross daily, 
and follow me.” Hence the Chris- 
tian practice of self-denial in food, 
drink, and entertainment. That’s 
why many a sincere Christian will 
pull in his belt and begin his dull 
Lenten diet of fish and eggs. Some 
will add a pledge of total abstin- 
ence from intoxicants; others will 
forego their weekly movie; and 
the whole Christian world will fo- 
cus its attent-on on the closing 
scenes in the life of Jesus Christ. 

he Keynote 

The Keynote of the season is 
sounded on Ash Wednesday when 
the congregation hear the words: 
“Remember, man, that thou art 
dust, and unto dust thou shalt re- 
turn.” Then they go forward and 
receive on their foreheads a smudge 
of ashes, sym olizing the empti- 
ness of everything mortal. Sig- 
nificantly, the ashes are made by 
burning the leaves left from last 
year’s Palm Sunday. The Christ 
who was received one day in tri- 
umph was so soon crucified!

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Family Wage 


MANY people have told us we are wrong when we say 
American workers have great problems which make it 
hard to live a full human life—the kind of life God meant 
us to live. To bring further light on this question we print 
the following letter from the wife of a worker in Pennsyl- 


yania. :

I am interested in learning more ~ 


t Y.C.W. I read today’s ar- 
eh (Jan. 4) in Our Sunday Visi- 
tor and it certainly follows what | 
have been thinking. The reason 
I am writing is this: 

My husband (45) is a skilled 
mechanic but has never had se- 
cure employment except during the 
war when he put in all kinds of 
hours. He has made fairly good 
wages and we have managed to 
purchase a home, but never can 
put aside anything for emergencies, 
We have eight children. Lately we 


for the children as we simply can’t 
afford it. N turally the younger 
ones are losing weight. 


Why can’t men receive a wage 
sufficient to rrovide for their fam- 
flies ? 

This letter tells a heroic story. 
Here is a worker and his wife who 
have dared in the face of the great- 
est obstacles to bring eight chil- 
dren into being. They have con- 
tributed more to the world than all 


and U. S. Steel combined. 

Strange isn’t it, the more a 
couple contributes to the world by 
raising a family, the harder the 
world makes it for them. In some 
places there are awakenings. In 
Canada, France and over 30 other 
countries family allowance sys- 
tems are being worked out which 
provide extra income for each child. 

The Canadien benefit payments 
consist of a monthly allowance as 
follows: for each child (up to four 
per family): under 6 years of age, 
$5; 6 and under 10 years, $6; 10 
and under 16 years, $8. For a fifth 
child the foregoing rates are re- 
duced by $1: for the sixth and 
seventh, by $2 each, and for the 
eighth and each subsequent child, 
by $3 each. 
_ These rates were put into effect 
m July, 1945, when prices were 
much lower. Today in the United 
States such allowances would buy 
a child fresh milk and little else.

Said Mr. Martin in his report, 
“On the whole, payment of the 
allowances has helped to keep chil- 
dren at school more regularly and 
other children at school longer be- 
fore leaving to seek work. The 
extra food and clothing have been 
reflected in better school reports. 
Clothing seems to be the main 
item upon which the family allow- 
ances are being spent, and it has 
been found that children are more 
adequately and warmly clothed.” 


The Canadian Federation of La- 
bor has taken the view that the 
question is not one of being able 
to afford children’s allowances, 
“but whether we can afford to do 
without +hem.” 


But the family allowance system 
is only a partial solution to the 
problems of the worker stated so 
frankly in this letter from Pen- 
nsylvania. lien must have a new 
vision of the world in which the 
human being and his needs come 
first. It is this vision which YCW 
gives to the young worker. It opens 
to him the reality of his importance 
as a Son of God. 

We know the thinking of hun- 
dreds of years is not changed over- 
night. The YCW will not carry 
its vision to all men in a few 
years. This woman and her strug- 
gling husband probably will not 
benefit greatly in their lifetime. 
But for their eight children it can 
mean a new life.

the numerical status of Christians, 
but before the last World War the 
number of Catholics was usually 
given as around 450,000,000; Ori- 
netal schismatic Catholics about 
200,000,000; and Protestants about 
250,000,000. The Episcopal Church, 
next largest Christian church aft- 
er Lutheranism, was generally re- 
garded as Protestant. Today the 
trend in the Episcopal Church is 
to regard Episcopalianism as “An 
gio-Catholiciam,” 
traditional Christianity, i. e. Cath- 
olicism. 

I ee from a recent letter from 
Mr. | Kuiskern,

Church. Now, then, adding togeth- 
er the Roman Catholics and Orien-

Render To Caesar... 


The Catholic Church is not 
totalitarian, for from its incep- 
tion it has preached in season and 
out the natural rights and super- 
natural destiny of man. And 
whether we realize it or not, much 
of the current grandiose talk 
about the rights of man in the 
press, in labor and political cir- 
cles, and in Protestantism, is the 
result of che constant hammering 
on this note by the Roman Pon- 
tiffs of the last few decades. 


The relation of Christianity, and, 
hence, of Catholicism with which 
it is historically identical, to the 
state has always been summe¢ up 
in the words of Christ: “Render 
therefore to Caesar the things that 
are Caesar’s; and to God, the 
things that are God’s. (Matt. 
XXII, 21}; and again, “My King- 
dom is not of this world” (Jonn 
XVIII, 36). 


But does not the Catholic Church 
dictate to men what they must be- 
lieve and thus prevent men from 
being objective in their relation 
te life and religion? It is strange 
how people can become so com- 
pletely deoriented in things reli- 
gious that they think they are most 
objective when they are entirely 
subjective. The Catholic must be 
objective because he must show 
that he is in step with Christians 
throughout the world during the 
last nineteen centuries; the Prot- 
estant is almost completely sub- 
jective because for all practical

their fellow-men. They show this | 
love in many ways but especially 
in their love for the Missions. In 
this the Bernardian name leads all 
the rest in the Springfield Diocese. 


Just before Lent each year, St.

Each student gives 
unit it hurts. That giving of stu- 
dents’ spending money is tradition- 


dj purposes he feels perfectly free 


to disregard traditional Christian- 
ity and to formulate his own creed 
though he be the only one in the 
world to hold it. The ideal that 
Christianity has come from Christ 
and, hence, must be constant, uni- 
versal, and unchangeable through 
the centuries seems never for a 
moment to enter his head. 


No Analogy 


Moreover, there is no analogy 
between the infallible head of the 
Catholic Church and the “infalli- 
ble” head of a totalitarian state. 
The Holy Father is infallible only 
when he defines a matter of faith 
or morals for the universal Church, 
an office which he exercises only 
rarely. The totalitarian state en- 
ters into the lives of the indivi- 
dual in any and al] matters—tell- 
ing him how he shall live and how 
he shall die, and completely de- 
priving him of all human rights. 


The infallibility of the Church 
is just plain common sense. Ejith- 
er the Church teaches the truth, 
or it does not. If it is always to 
teach the truth, it must be infalli- 
ble; if it does not teach the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but 
the truth, then Christianity in time 
will be lost and will cease to ex- 
ist. Consequently, the Church 
must be infallible.

Proof that Shrovetide and the 
nival days, despite their rollick- 
good fun and general merri- 
nt, really had a deadly serious 
ective, is furnished us by the 
dieval carnival. 


t was an impressive moment, 
rly on Shrove Monday morning 
8 o'clock, when the procession 
“the princes of this world,” in 
their tinsely splendor, follow- 
by a long train of personified 
man vices, sins and infirmities, 


solemnly entered the city gate and 
took possession of the town. 
the actors wore highly convention- 
alized wooden masks, and curiously 
elaborate costumes, handed down 
from eration to generation, 
which did not even reveal the sex 
of the wearer. They were the 
characters and scenes from Every- 
m@#h that passed through the 
streets that morning: Death, the 
Devil, Lady Earth, Vanity, Beauty, 
the Courtesan, Sin, Wisdom, the 
Rich Man, the Poor Man, the Beg- 
gar, the Drunkard, the various 
trades and professions, the differ- 
ent ages of man, the personified 
capital sins and vices, the joys 
and sorrows of human life, etc. 


How ridiculous now appeared the 
conceit of “the Self-Complacent,” 
who with a fat and smug. smile 
strode self-consciously along un- 
der his “regal canopy” in the form 
of a tiny umbrella. How tragi- 
comic were “the Snivelers,” the 
pessimists, with wooden tears on 
their masks so large that no hand- 
kerchief of whatever size could 
wipe them away. These also par- 
aded under an umbrella-canopy, 
woebegone and lugubrious, voicing 
their eternal grief and “Weltsch- 
merz,” and lamenting their inabil- 
ity to paint life darkly enough. 


Many other characters there 
were, bedecked-with iron and copp- 
er bells and chains, sometimes 
more than thirty pounds in weight, 
swaying and shuffling about in 
ancient dance rhythms. What else 
di they mean to say except: “Look 
at us fools! Just look at us!” 
Then there were the capital sins, 
represented as wild men or cen- 
taurs, bestriding wooden hobby 
horses which seemed to dash mad- 
ly this way and that, or which 
were led along on a rope by other 
wild-looking men who lashed them 
on with whips. Up in front were 
hundreds of children, the so-called 
“fools’ offsprings,” who shrilled 
and sang and danced about crazily. 


Several of the masked paraders 
earried hugh books, in which ap- 
peared in large script certain stand- 
ard, pointed witticisms, with il- 
lustrations to match, about various 
types of people: the quarrelsome 
wife, the lazy workman, the scape- 
grace husband, the meddlesome 
mother-in-law, the skinflint em- 
ployer, etc. As they passed by 
some onlooker who was notorious- 
ly classifiable under one or the 
other of these headings, they would 


in a disguised voice call his atten- 
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tion to the respective picture and 


All| gleefully quote him the correspond- 


}ing chapter and verse. And to allay 
any ruffled feelings, the victim 
was given a sweetmeat by his an- 
noyer, much as the executioner of 
those same medieval times begged 
pardon of his victim for having 
to inflict hurt upon him. 


All That Is “Vanity 
And Vexation of Mind’ 


Thus did the merriment of the 
passing hour imperfectly conceal a 
stern seriousness. The general 
hilarity, which in early times never 
degenerated into coarseness, was 
itself the means the Church took 
to warn her children not to be 
spiritual fools. Piercing though 
the noise and fun-making, and 
clearly heard by all, was her warn- 
ing voice: “Don’t imagine it will 
help you much to attract attention 
tc yourself with your smug boast- 
fulness or your shining self pity. 
Men have always been anxious to 
sound the gong of their own little 
talents and abilities, or their 
knowledge however small. It is 
human weakness to play to the 
gallery, to feed on flattery, and to 
think one’s own tiny concerns of 
the utmost importance. But all 
that is ‘vanity and vexation of 
mind’ (Eecl. 2:11). Only one thing 
is necessary: Save your soul; give 
heed to what the Church will com- 
mand you during the coming sea- 
son of Lent.” 


Such is the meaning of the car- 
nival days in the eyes of the 
Church. And because she is in no 
Way an enemy of good fun or a 
kill-joy, she has never discouraged 
innocent merrymaking during these 
days that precede the strict season 
of penance. In earlier centuries, 
it was customary for those who 
had canonically observed the len- 
ten season and fast to celebrate 
its termination with a festal meal 
of blessed foods on Easter Day. 
(Compare our ritual blessings of 
food on Easter Sunday!) And 
certainly the Church did not hold 
it against them if on the last day 
before the long fast they indulged 
their appetite for meat with more 
than the usual relish and capacity. 
Hence the derivation of the word 
“carnival” (“carn’ aval,” from 
“avalare,” “avaler,” “to gulp 
down.” More commonly, however, 
the word is derived from “carne 
vale,” i.e., “goodbye, meat.” For 
this is the day “ubi caro valet,” on 
which we bid farewell to flesh 
meat for the duration). 


This same Church calls out to 
us: “Rejoice always, again I say 
rejoice, But, rejoice in the Lord” 
(Phil. 4:4). She knew what she 
was about when she instituted the 
Gaudete and Laetare Sundays in 
about the middle of Advent and 
Lent. “All things have their sea- 
son: ,.. there is a time to weep, 
and a time to laugh. A time to 
mourn, and a time to dance” (Eccl. 
3:4). But Christian joy is not the 
same as having “a high time,” nor 
are happiness and pleasure at all 
necessarily coextensive. 


It is really quite Instructive to 
note how in the course of time the 
meaning and purpose of the Chris- 
tian carnivaltide became obscured, 
and later vitiated.

Whereas formerly the festivities 
had begun, at the earliest, on the 
feast of St. Blase (Feb. 3), they 
now started already with the Epi- 
phany feast. 

The meaningful “carne vale,” 


“farewell to flesh meat,” now was/. 


metamorphosed into a __ jolly 
“Prince Carnival” (most likely an 
adaptation from the earlier pro- 
cession of “the princes of this 
world”). And the former “Fools’ 
FV.ermis,” as Shrove Monday was 
called in honor of all the worldly- 
minded fools who would soon be 
brought to order by the lenten sea- 
son, became a day of bedlam, on 
which ancient pagan practices of 
noise-making, drubbings with 
staves and pig-bladders (forerun- 
ners of our own tiny balloons!), 
etc. were resurrected. (The anci- 
ent Germanic peoples at their 
spring festivals believed by these 
means to frighten and drive away 
the unfriendly spirits of winter). 
At the close of these festivities, 
usually early on Ash Wednesday 
morning, carnivaltide, represented 
as an old witch, was then cere- 
moniously buried, drowned or 
burned.—Not much, evidently, was 
left of the original Christian con- 
ception of these days. 


Forty Hours Introduced 
To Atone For Sins 


The Church soon took measures 
to counteract this perversion of 
the carnival days and especially 
the excesses committed. The new 
devotion of the Forty Hours before 
the exposed Blessed Sacrament was 
introduced in order to keep the 
faithful away from the objection- 
able celebrations and to atone for 
the sins occasioned by these days. 
This pious practice was sponsored 
in Italy in the sixteenth century by 
St. Charles Borromeo, St. Philip 
Neri, and Cardinal Paleotti. St. 
Ignatius Loyola and the Jesuits 
were likewise instrumental in pro- 
pagating it widely. Sermons, roga- 
tion processions and public pray- 
ers formed its usual program. 
Pope Benedict XIV granted a plen- 
ary indulgence for its observance 
in the papal states, which his suc- 
cessor, Clement XIII, then extend- 
ed to the universal Church. In our 
own day, a service of reparation 
before the Blessed Sacrament, fol- 
lowed by Benediction, has become 
customary on the eve efore Ash 
Wednesday. 


It may be of interest to add that 
in England a relic of the old Cath- 
olic significance of carnivaltide 
has maintained itself to some ex- 
tent through the centuries. On

Communism 
eliberately exploits this situation 
0 which it professes to have found 
e remedy. That constitutes the 
ttraction of communism for the 
inderprivileged, and for many of 
hose who sympathize with and 
Wish to improve the lot of their 
ellowmen. Let us not underesti- 
mate that fact.

Bishop Gorman Hits Reno’s 
Marriage And Divorce Mills’ 
‘Business Is Business’ Idea 


Reno, Feb. 2—(NC)—Bishop Thomas G. Gorman of 
Reno has commented on his city’s, and Nevada’s, “big busi- 
nesses,” the performing of civil marriages and the granting 
of divorces, in his column “A Shepherd Tells His Tale,” in 
the Nevada edition of The Register. 

“In this matter of Nevada marriages, the thing that 


should sadden us all is not their 


great number—that is easily ex- 
plained by circumstances, although 
our lawmakers are doubtless 
wrong in bidding for such ‘busi- 
ness’—but the hasty, slipshod man- 
ner in which the sacred institution 
of marriage is abused, mainly for 
motives of self,” Bishop Gorman 
wrote, 


The Bishop told of the custom of 
the Reno newspapers to run a 
“box score” each January on who 
witnessed the most ceremonies 
during the past year, “when the 
information appears that Judge X 
found time to perform 6,000 mar- 
ri and Judge Y more than 
5, and the Reverend Mrs. Z 
3,000.” 

He said “our society is very 
much to blame for countenancing 
such a grave deterioration of so 
vital an institution as marriage. 
How can matrimony be considered 
important when entered into with- 
out dignity or reasonable solem- 
nity ?” 


“For generations Nevadans have | 
been treating marriage and the| 


sacred institution of the family as 
though it were some kind of 
business racket devised for their 
own peculiar profit,” Bishop Gor- 
man declared. “They even speak 
unblushingly of the marriage and 
divorce business, as if they were 
dealing with some merchandise 
rather than a vital human institu- 
tion.’ 


“Puny men, in the persons of 
legislators, judges, and attorneys- 
at-law, presume to revise divine, 
natural and positive law, on the 
grounds that business is business, 
subject to no moral restrictions, 
and that Nevada and they them- 
selves need the business,” he 
stated. “Then men piously wonder 
why all respect for law and order 
and responsibility to society and 
its welfare begins to crumble.” 


“Few there are who dare to pro- 
test openly, for fear of getting 
their ears knocked down uncere- 
moniously by the clique who profit 
by the unsavory marriage and di- 
vorce ‘business,’ which has made 
Nevada a word of reproach the 
world over,” the Bishop said. “One 
such public protest was the se- 
lection by the people of the Dio- 
cese of 


tron.” 


“From that Family our own 
people may learn to love the Chris- 
tian ideal of family life and resist 
the disintegrating force of the 


putrid, degenerate atmosphere in} 


which they are forced to live and 
save their souls. Is there not a
